Licenses Renewable 


The city department of health 
announced today that the service 
fee for milk products and the ap­ 
plication for renewal of plumber’s 
licenses in Salem will be accepted 
during December for 1957. 
Dairy plants handling, selling, 
or distributing milk shall pay the 
following fees: $10 for a daily ave­ 
rage of 10 gallons or less; $25 for 
an average of 10 to 150 gallons: 
$50 for an average of 150 to 400 
gallons; and $75 for a daily ave­ 
rage of 400 to 1000 gallons. 
Each individual or corporation 
engaged in the manufacture or de­ 
livering of ice cream shall pay an­ 
nually the sum of $15. provided a 
service charge has not been made 
for distributing and selling milk. 
Renewal of a master plumber’s 
license will be $20 plus a $1,000 
surety performance bond. Renew­ 
al of a journey man’s license is $1. 
Checks are pay able to the Salem 
Health Department.

THE ISSUE is in a sense the 
same to day that it was in 19 39. 
Will the United

fo rce o f the United States wo uld 
be thro wn into the balance o n 
the side o f the v ictims o f ag­ 
gressio n.

serv ers o f the

Natio ns 
get into Hungary fo r an inspec­ 
tio n v isit.

ONE THING the United States 
canno t affo rd to do — to cringe 
befo re the perpetrato rs o f injustice 
just because they are big and 
po werful. 

It 
means that a go v ernment o r an 
alliance o r an o rganizatio n like the 
United Natio ns must be prepared 
to carry thro ugh with its reso lu­ 
tio ns ev en if it inv o lv es military 
fo rce as a last reso rt.

Unfo rtunately , histo ry is o n the 
side o f the realistic British and 
French. They themselv es dilly -dal­ 
lied in v ain with Hitler in the 
19 30’s. Their spo kesmen argued 
elo quently against rash steps that 
might lead to war. 
They debated in the League o f 
Natio ns a b o u t impo sing “ sanc­ 
tio ns” against Dictato r Musso lini 
upo n his inv asio n o f Ethio pia but 
no agreement was reached. 
In the end, military fo rce had 
to be used when Hitler v io lated 
the territo rial integrity o f Po land 
which Britain had guaranteed to 
defend. 
To day Britain as a member o f 
the United Natio ns is jo ined with 
America and France and o ther 
members in guaranteeing the right 
o f “ Hungary and o ther so -called 
“ satellites’* o f the So v iet Unio n to 
liv e in independence. 
The Atlantic Charter 
o f 
1942 
pledged the right o f self-go v ern 
ment to the natio ns o f Eastern 
Euro pe. Mr. Dulles last Sunday 


It has taken ly ing do wn rebuff 
after rebuff fro m the So v iet Unio n, 
especially in the Ko rean war. 
The end result no w co uld be the 
utter failure o f the U.N. to make 
its mo ral fo rte effectiv e. 
Then there wo uld hav e to be 
reliance o n the famo us Article 51 
o f the U.N. Charter which autho ­ 
rizes defensiv e alliances like the 
No rth Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tio n. 
It is significant that the NATO 
co uncil is meeting in Paris this 
week 
and 
Secretary 
Dulles 
is 
planning to attend the sessio ns. 


THE EMPHASIS is suppo sed to 
be o n the no n-military and po li­ 
tical aspects o f the alliance — ho w 
to strengthen it. Actually , what 
NATO can be is an alternativ e 
to the U.N. 
It can be the instrument o f 
military fo rce that influences a 
peaceful settlement in Euro pe o r 
else it can be the alliance that 
fights Wo rld War III. 
No bo dy can say y et whether 
mo ral fo rce will succeed but if the 
U.N. allo ws itself to be pushed 
aro und and sho ws no teeth no w, 
then the o utbreak o f Wo rld War 
III thro ugh so me ex plo siv e inci­ 
dent may be co nfidently predicted 
as inev itable in the n e x t few 
y ears.

placed Gen. Alfred Gruenther as 
supreme co mmander o f the No rth 
Atlantic fo rces. 
Gen. No rstad is an air fo rce 
man who thinks in to tal military 
ters o f bo th air and gro und. He 
places stro ng emphasis 
o n de­ 
v elo pment o f new weapo ns and o n 
their tactical and strategic use. 
Impro v ed firepo wer o f 
these 
weapo ns, the general ex plained in 
an interv iew, has reduced by two - 
thirds the initial estimates o f the 
number o f div isio ns necessary fo r 
NATO defense. 
But ev er 
impro v ing weapo ns 
co mplicate the lo gistical jo b o f 
NATO planners who , as o ne o f 
them put it, are so mewhat in the 
same po sitio n as an engineer who 
is building a bridge o v er an ev er- 
widening riv er. 
The changeo v er f r o 
m Gen. 
Gruenther’s co mmand to the new 
leadership o f Gen. No rstad 
has 
been perfectly prepared o v er the 
past three y ears and has been ac­ 
cepted with satisfactio n by staff

change

Basically , Gen. No rstad’s mili­ 
tary credo , as he o u tlined it re­ 
cently is: 
1. By creatio n o f a pro tectiv e de­ 
fense line, fo rce the ag g resso r to 
co ncentrate his fo rces near that 
line befo re any co ntemplated at­ 
tack. This pro v ides the defending 
fo rces with ample warning . 
2. The co ncept o f deterrence-

co mmand — mu st be streng thened 
by u se o f ato mic weapo ns within 
the Eu ro pean allied co mmand. 
3. The nerv e centers o f allied 
co mmand mu st be pro tected by 
establishment o f a sy stem o f rear- 
area 
headqu arters 
and 
su pply 
lines, safe fro m attack. 
Within this last 
co ncept 
falls 
the qu estio n o f the Su ez Canal, 
a rear-area su pply line o f g reat­ 
est impo rtance. A po litical bo ne 
o f co ntentio n, fro m the military 
po int o f v iew o f 
NATO is u nited 
in the military belief 
that 
the 
Su ez Canal can and will be pro ­ 
tected fro m enemy ag g ressio n. 
At Fo ntainebleau and Marly in 
France o ne sees heartening team­ 
wo rk o f all NATO allies. A Brit­ 
ish captain takes o rders fro m a 
German lieu tenant co lo nel. 
A Ger­ 
man majo r takes 
his 
directio n 
fro m a French co mmander. 
This co o peratio n, first instilled 
into NATO by President Eisen­ 
ho wer who masterfu lly o v ercame 
the 
initial 
antag o nisms 
in 
the 
NATO’ family , was bo lstered by 
the strateg ic brilliance o f NATO’s 
seco nd co mmander, Gen. Gru enth­ 
er. Gen. No rstad is an able su c­ 
cesso r to 
bo th 
o f these 
co m­ 
manders.

Debts Worry Uncle Sam

ANN ARBOR, Mich. 
The eco no mist President Eisen­ 
ho wer has appo inted to this three- 
man Co u ncil o f Eco no mic Adv isers 
believ es that the size o f priv ate 
debts in the natio n is beco ming a 
pro blem. 
Pro f. Pau l W. McCracken o f the 
Univ ersity o f Michig an warns that 
“In the decade ahead we mu st 
hav e either u nbalanced federal 
bu dg ets o r u nbalanced priv ate bu d­ 
g ets, with priv ate debts rising su b­ 
stantially mo re rapidly than in­ 
co mes and sales in the latter case. 
Bu t between no w and 1965 we can­ 
no t hav e bo th.” 
“In the immediate po stwar pe­ 
rio d priv ate debts were so lo w that 
a rise relativ e to inco mes co n­ 
stitu ted no wo rriso me pro blem,” 
he say s. 
He also maintains that "du ring 
mu ch o f o u r histo ry priv ate debt 
has been v irtu ally equ al to to tal 
debt, so the qu estio n nev er really 
aro se. Ho wev er, we are starting 
into the nex t decade with many 
perso ns 
already 
u nco mfo rtable 
abo u t the larg e v o lu me 
o f priv ate 
debt.” 
Striking an o ptimistic no te o n 
the o ther hand, Dr. McCracken be­ 
liev es that an increase in Ameri­ 
ca’s to tal o u tpu t o f 565 billio n do l­ 
lars by 1965—an increase o f 40 to 
50 per cent o v er the present—is 
“qu ite feasible.’* 
Referring to what the eco no mists 
no w call “the g ro ss natio nal pro d­ 
u ct,” he states that this increase 
“wo u ld actu ally requ ire an im­ 
pro v ement 
in pro du ctiv ity o nly 
mo derately better than in the pre­ 
war decade.” 
He cites hig her capital o u tlay s, 
mo re research, techno lo g ical de­ 
v elo pment, and g reater attentio n 
to “behav io ral and mo tiv atio nal 
pro blems in the eco no my ” as fac- 
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to rs which sho u ld permit a gro wth 
rate su bstantially better than the 
pre-war decade, which inclu ded the 
g reat depressio n. 
The size o f the pu blic and pri­ 
v ate debt, ho wev er, pu ts the na­ 
tio n in so mewhat o f a dilemma, 
acco rding to the President’s new 
adv iso r. 
“Becau se the federal debt still 
Is relativ ely qu ite larg e, priv ate 
debts fo r sev eral y ears mu st g ro w 
abo u t 50 per cent mo re rapidly 
than inco mes and sales if priv ate 
debt is to acco u nt fo r the ex pansio n 
o f to tal debt,” he maintains. 
Dr. McCracken su g g ests o ne way 
o u t o f the squ eeze: “ If a su b­ 
stantially larg er pro po rtio n 
o f o ur 
sav ing s were to g o into equ ities, 
su ch as capital impro v ements o f 
o ne kind o r ano ther, the 
pro po r­ 
tio n g o ing into assets which 
are 
the debts o f o thers co u ld be co r­ 
respo nding ly redu ced.” 
He feels that “measu res which 
mig ht facilitate su ch a shift wo uld 
be all to the g o o d,” and he 
v iews 
the g reater tendency o f pensio n 
fu nds to g o into equ ities and the 
su bstantial g ro wth o f inv estment 
co mpanies as ev idences that we 
are mo v ing in this directio n. 
Mo st o f o u r sav ing s in 
the 10 
y ears ahead will g o into insu rance 
co mpanies, banks, sav ing s a n d 
lo an asso cfatio ns, and the o ther 
majo r thrift institu tio ns, he pre­ 
dicts. 
Dr. McCracken believ es that the 
increase in natio nal o u tpu t which 
he env isag es 
will 
g enerate fi­ 
nancial pro blems o f its o wn, be­ 
cau se “if we are to g et the re­ 
qu ired increase in bank depo sits 
and the mo ney su pply witho u t 
in­ 
creasing the federal debt, bank 
lo ans almo st certainly will co n­ 
tinu e to g ro w co mpared 
w i t h 
depo sits.”

Somewhat Eroded By Legislature 


Leetonia Kiwanians Appoint 


New Committees for Year 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UP) — Ohio’s 
first Repu blican gov ernor in eight 
y ears will assu me ex ecu tiv e pow­ 
ers somewhat eroded, by legisla­ 
tiv e action. 
Repu blican Atty . Gen. C. Wil­ 
liam O’Neill indicated du ring his 
su ccessfu l campaign for gov ernor 
that 
the 
“erosion 
of ex ecu tiv e 
powers” shou ld be halted. 
O’Neill takes ov er nex t Jan. 14 
from Democratic Gov . Frank J. 
Lau sche, who spent a record 10 
y ears in office. Lau sche, who u su ­ 
ally had to contend with Repu bli­ 
can-controlled legislatu res, will be­ 
come a U.S. senator by then. 
Associates 
of 
O’Neill 
wonder 
how the 40-y ear-old former Hou se 
speaker can dev elop a “conserv a­ 
tion” program to halt or rev erse 
the trend. 
Repu blicans who dominated the 
last Legislatu re will be ev en more 
firmly in control of the 102nd Gen­ 
eral 
Assembly , 
which conv enes 
Jan. 7 . Leaders hav e ex pressed a 
willingness 
to 
cooperate 
with 
O’Neill on a wait-and-see basis. 
Last week’s special session u n­ 
animou sly refu sed to enact the 
ou t-going gov ernor’s u tility seizu re 
proposal offered in an effort to 
restore blacked-ou t telephone serv ­ 
ice in the Portsmou th area with­ 
ou t calling ou t the Ohio National 
Gu ard. 
Bu t Repu blican representativ es 
and senators promised emergency 
,action in the nex t session to raise 
'Ihe pay of cabinet members and 
other top patronage appointees to 
help 
O’Neill 
“draft” 
competent 
officials. Later cooperation prob­ 
ably will depend on how well 
O’Neill performs. 
Repu blican 
legislatu res 
began 
taking ov er ex ecu tiv e powers du r­ 
ing the later y ears of Lau sche’s 
administration. The gov ernor com­ 
plained that Repu blicans blocked 
mu ch of his program. Legislators 
complained that the program was 
inadequ ate and that Lau sche took 
credit for General Assembly ac­ 
complishments. 
In 1953, the Legislatu re created 
the highway constru ction cou ncil 
to classify Ohio’s roads and get 
a bu ilding program rolling with 
money from a half-billion dollar 
bond issu e. Reports indicate the 
cou ncil may be dropped if con­ 
stru ction accelerates. 
A capital improv ements board, 
created to screen plans for state 
bu ildings for the Legislatu re, also 
may be on the way ou t. 
Legislativ e dissatisfaction with 
Lau sche’s administration resu lted 
in creation of a capital improv e­ 
ments planning div ision u nder the 
finance director to keep bu ilding 
plans six y ears ahead of constru c­ 
tion. 
The Legislatu re also set u p a 
“ watchdog committee” to check 
on the progress of planning and 
constru ction of bu ildings. 
In the highway department, the 
Legislatu re created fou r assistant 
director posts in an effort to force 
the director to delegate some of 
his ex tensiv e au thority . 
The bu reau of motor v ehicles 
and the state highway patrol were 
split from the highway depart­ 
ment and placed in a new de­ 
partm ent of highway safety . , 
State hospitals and prisons were 
taken from the welfare depart­ 
ment and placed u nder a new de­ 
partm ent of mental health and 
corrections. That left the welfare 
department 
to 
deal 
principally 
with social serv ices. 
An Ohio school su rv ey commis­ 
sion drew the assignment of look­ 
ing into finances. Its report led 
to legislativ e rev ision of the school 
financing program. 
Lawmakers also placed before 
v oters the issu e of an elected 
state board, of edu cation with pow­ 
er to hire a state su perintendent 
of instru ction formerly appointed 
by the gov ernor. Voters approv ed 
the proposal. 
Most of the major changes took 
place despite v etoes or disapprov al 
by Lau sche.

Minimum Wage Set 


For Women, Minors 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 0!*) — Women 
and minors in Ohio food and lodg­ 
ing indu stries today came u nder 
the protection of a minimu m wage 
order issu e by Ohio Indu strial Re­ 
lations Director M argaret A. Ma­ 
honey . 
The order sets a wage floor of 
7 0 cents an hou r, or 55 cents an 
hou r for “serv ice” workers (work­ 
ers in occu pations cu stomarily re­ 
ceiv ing tips). The floor for part- 
time workers, who work 30 hou rs 
a week or less, is fiv e cents an 
hou r higher in both categories. 
The minimu m rates were deter­ 
mined by a wage board appointed 
by Director Mahoney , and were 
recommended after a pu blic hear­ 
ing.
